fogs .are nnwholaMme. Indirectly tht-y 
aSc-ct the health ef the community in a 
way few wocld imagine. A town fog is 
aa excellent trap for nosioos gases, hold- 
ing them close to the gronud. Dr. R. 
Barnes, studying this question, found, 
by inspection cf gas plants near London, 
that in loggy weather the escaping gas 
was held in concentrated form in and j 
near the works. There are other sources i 
of contamination in foul emanations j 
from the ground, se-svcrs, etc. On clear, j 
bright days, even if no vrind is blowing, j 
the law of diffusion of gases acts more ' 
effectively and helps disperse the gases.
